THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1955. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee  of 
the  Isle  of  1 1  ight  County  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  tiie  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on  the 
work  of  the  School  Health  Service  for  the  year  1955. 
This  is  the  forty-eighth  report  of  the  kind  and  it  takes 
much  the  same  form  as  my  previous  reports. 

Throughout  the  year  we  had  a  complete  staff  of  school 
medical  and  dental  officers  and  also  of  the  various  medical 
and  dental  auxiliaries.  Miss  Bailey,  the  Speech  Therapist, 
resigned  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  this  will  entail  a  hiatus 
in  the  continuity  of  speech  therapy  for  a  period  in  the 
new  year.  This  is  most  unfortunate  for  a  very  good 
service  was  being  worked  up  and  by  the  time  her  successor 
is  appointed  and  commences  her  duties  many  children 
who  were  benefiting  by  the  treatment  may  retrogress. 

The  health  of  the  children,  as  indicated  by  the  record 
of  absences  on  account  of  infectious  diseases,  was  good. 
The  very  excellent  weather  during  the  summer  holiday 
ought  to  have  had  a  good  offect  on  the  resistance  of  the 
children  and  this  proved  to  be  the  case  because  during 
the  final  term  of  the  school  year  only  290  absences  due  to 
the  infectious  diseases  were  reported. 

1  have  no  record  ol  course  of  the  health  of  the  teachers 
but  curiously  enough  one  head  teacher  informed  me  that 
during  the  first  month  of  the  last  term  she  had  more  stall 
absences  than  during  the  whole  of  the  previous  year. 
Why  this  should  have  been  I  cannot  explain. 
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The  system  of  medical  inspection  remained  unchanged 
during  the  year  and  the  arrangements  for  treatment 
proved  satisfactory.  The  liaison  with  the  Consultant 
staff  of  the  hospitals  and  with  the  general  practitioner 
service  proved  satisfactory  and  I  must  therefore  again 
express  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of  all  concerned 
in  the  treatment  of  the  children  with  defects. 

Finally,  to  the  Committee  and  its  officers,  to  the  head 
teachers  and  their  staff,  to  my  own  staff  and  to  all  who  have 
helped  to  make  the  service  run  smoothly  my  best  thanks 
are  due.

SCHOOLS  AND  NUMBERS  ON  REGISTERS.

The  initial  contracts  for  supply  of  milk  under  the  milk- 
in-schools  scheme  were  due  to  expire  at  the  end  ol  the 
school  year  in  July,  1955,  but  following  receipt  of  a  com¬ 
munication  from  the  Ministry  of  Education  in  June  it 
was  decided  that  arrangements  with  existing  suppliers 
should  continue  on  a  month  to  month  basis  pending  a 
further  announcement  from  the  Ministry  regarding 
contracts.  Supplies  have  continued  to  be  of  either 
pasteurised  or  tuberculin  tested  milk  with  exception  of 
supply  to  one  school  only.” 

SCHOOL  MEALS. 

“In  November,  an  inspection  of  the  Island  meals  service 
was  carried  out  by  the  area  Meals  Inspector,  Miss  VVans- 
brough,  and  her  colleague  from  Northampton,  H.M.I. 
M  iss  Raymont.  A  report  on  their  findings  was  presented 
by  Miss  YVansbrough  to  an  informal  meeting  of  represent¬ 
atives  of  the  Education  Committee  on  the  1 3th  December, 
1955,  but  the  official  report  from  the  Ministry  of  Education 
has  yet  to  be  received.  Opportunity  is  being  taken, 
however,  to  cover  various  recommendations  likely  to  arise 
from  the  inspection.  In  particular,  the  unit  cost  for  food 
has  been  increased  from  8.75d.  to  9.25d.  so  that  a  high 
nutritional  standard  may  be  achieved. 

Only  one  new  centre  was  completed  during  the  year, 
and  that  was  the  servery/dining  accommodation  attached 
to  Swanmore  County  Junior  School,  Rvde,  which  came 
into  use  in  April.  The  servery/wash-up  section  is  so  de¬ 
signed  that  it  can  at  some  later  stage  be  easily  converted 
into  a  kitchen. 

The  major  improvement  works  carried  out  in  1955  to 
provide  better  working  and  dining  conditions  were  as 
follows  : 

Chale  C.E.  Junior  School— Improvements  to  canteen, 
including  provision  of  additional  equipment. 

Chillerton  County  Junior  School— Improvement  of 
washing-up  conditions.

East  Cowes  R.C.  Junior  School — In  co-operation  with 
the  School  Managers,  provision  of  a  classroom/ 
dining  room  and  servery/wash-up  room. 

Godshill  County  Junior  School — Improvements  to 
canteen,  including  provision  of  additional  equipment. 

At  the  Sandown  C.E.  Infants’  and  Newport,  Barton 
County  Infants’  Schools  accommodation  became  available 
for  use  for  dining  and  washing-up  purposes,  and  it  was 
therefore  possible  to  dispense  with  the  hiring  of  outside 
Halls  in  each  case. 

The  treatment  of  walls  with  the  special  steam  absorbing 
preparation  “Pyrok”,  first  introduced  last  year,  was 
carried  out  at  the  following  centres  : — 

Fairway  Central  Kitchen 

Godshill  School  Canteen 

Newport  Secondary  Grammar  School  Canteen 

Northwood  School  Canteen 

Totland  School  Canteen. 

In  September,  a  new  meals  van  was  put  into  operation 
in  the  Newport  area,  thus  releasing  the  old  one  for  part- 
time  use  in  connection  with  the  delivery  of  container 
meals  to  schools  from  the  l.VV.  Technical  College  Canteen.”

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MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

All  schools  except  one  had  their  bi-annual  medical 
inspection.  The  exception  was  East  Cowes  Technical 
School  where,  as  no  children  were  due  for  inspection,  this 
was  not  held. 

In  all,  3,312  children  in  the  periodic  age  groups  were 
examined  by  the  school  medical  officers,  160  less  than  in 
1954. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  medical  examinations  of  children 
in  the  schools,  etc.,  the  school  medical  officers  also  carry 
out  medical  examinations  of  entrants  to  training  colleges 
for  teachers.  Thirty-one  of  these  examinations  were 
made  during  the  year. 

FINDINGS  AT  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS. 

STATE  OF  NUTRITION. — In  Table  II  B  the  per¬ 
centage  of  children  examined  in  the  three  groups  (A  good, 
B  fair,  and  C  poor)  is  shown. 

The  percentages  in  Group  A,  50.5  and  in  Group  B,  41.6 
showed  an  increase  of  the  previous  year  and  there  was  a 
corresponding  decrease  in  Group  C,  7.8. 

On  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  there  will  be  in  the 
future  two  grades  only  “Satisfactory”  and  Unsatisfactory” 
and  it  w  ill  be  interesting  to  note  the  findings  of  the  school 
medical  officers,  i.e.  how  many  of  the  present  B  category 
\\  ill  be  noted  as  satisfactory  and  how  many  as  unsatisfactory. 

DEFECTS.— T1  le  number  of  individual  children  found 
at  periodic  medical  inspections  to  have  defects  for  which 
treatment  was  recommended  is  shown  in  Table  I  C.  This 
shows  that  6.25  %  were  so  recommended  as  against  6.22% 
in  1954.  Uncleanliness  or  dental  defects  are  not  included 
in  this  table. 

1  able  1 1  A  shows  that  at  all  inspections  (periodic, 
special  and  re-examinations)  471  (508)  defects  requiring 
treatment  were  discovered  and  of  these  73.7",,  (71.4)  were 
defects  of  vision,  ear,  throat,  nose  and  orthopaedic  system . 
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UNCLEANLINESS. — At  an  early  date  in  each  term  the 
school  nurses  carry  out  cleanliness  inspections  in  the  schools 
and  in  the  year  under  review  34,985  (33,807)  examinations 
were  carried  out.  In  September  after  the  long  vacation 
the  number  of  children  examined  was  12,033  (11,426) 
and  of  that  number  36  (34)  or  0.2%  (0.3%)  were  found 
to  have  nits. 

The  number  of  clean  schools  was  46  (44)  out  of  a  total 
of  62  schools  inspected.  This  is  the  highest  number  yet 
recorded. 

During  the  year  the  school  nurses  paid  1,401  visits  to 
schools,  1,598  home  visits  and  the  number  of  minor  ailments 
treated  was  426. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT. 

Except  where  mentioned  the  arrangements  for  treatment 
are  exactly  as  for  1954.  Apart  from  cases  of  errors  of 
refraction  of  the  eye  and  minor  ailments,  no  school  child 
is  sent  to  clinic  or  out-patient  department  without  the 
consent  of  the  general  medical  practitioner  concerned 
and  copies  of  consultants’  reports  are  sent  to  the  family 
doctor. 

Except  in  the  case  of  ear,  throat  and  nose  defects,  which 
are  not  considered  urgent  by  the  Consultant  concerned, 
the  waiting  time  for  hospital  admission  is  short. 

The  number  of  sessions  held  at  the  Newport  E.N.T.  clinic 
during  the  year  was  20  and  the  total  number  of  attendances 
made  by  173  children  was  198.  Of  the  173  children  who 
attended,  143  were  new  cases.

Spectacles  are  now  provided  under  the  Hospital  Eye 
Service  and  336  school  children  received  spectacles  during 
the  year.  How  many  children  were  dealt  with  under  the 
supplementary  eye  service,  i.e.,  children  taken  by  parents 
to  opticians  is  not  known. 

In  four  instances,  where  spectacles  have  been  broken 
this  Authority  has  been  asked  by  the  Executive  Council 
to  defray  the  cost  as  in  the  view  of  that  Council,  careless¬ 
ness  in  handling  the  spectacles  was  established. 

ORTHOPTIC  TREATMENT. — Clinics  for  children 
requiring  orthoptic  treatment  are  held  at  the  County  Hall 
and  also  at  the  Royal  I.YV.  County  Hospital,  Ryde,  and 
the  following  table  gives  a  picture  of  the  work  done.

CHIED  GUIDANCE.-  Dr.  C.  Davies-Jones,  the 
Honorary  Psychiatrist  and  Dr.  Hynes,  whose  services  are 
made  available  through  the  kindness  of  the  I.VV.  Croup 
Hospital  Management  Committee,  hold  clinics  twice 
weekly  in  a  room  at  the  Occupation  Centre.  The  follow¬ 
ing  report  w  as  furnished  by  Dr.  Davies-Jones  and  I  must 
express  my  gratitude  to  him  for  his  work  in  an  honorary 
capacity  and  also  to  Dr.  Hynes  for  his  assistance. 

“I  trust  you  will  not  consider  it  amiss  upon  my  part  to 
mention  that  before  your  next  Annual  Report  is  published 
the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  will  have  been  in  existence  as 
an  organised  service  of  the  County’s  Health  Service  for 
twenty-five  years.  In  those  early  days  when  the  activities 
of  the  County  Council  were  crowded  into  what  had  been 
the  old  “Swan  Hotel”  all  the  clinic  and  laboratory  work 
were  carried  out  in  the  outbuildings  of  this  old  hostelry. 
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Later  these  activities  were  moved  to  what  had  been  the 
stables  of  Newport  House  to  allow  for  the  building  of  the 
present  County  Hall.  Thereafter  the  Child  Guidance 
Clinic  moved  to  various  sites  in  Newport  and  became 
intimately  associated  with  the  gradually  expanding  work 
of  the  Occupation  Centre.  Despite  these  changes  and 
the  difficulties  which  were  related  to  the  late  War  the 
Clinic  never  ceased  to  function  and  to  serve  the  purpose 
for  which  it  was  brought  into  being.  In  its  early  years  the 
administration  was  largely  modelled  upon  the  City  of 
Oxford  clinic  where  I  worked  before  coming  to  the  Island 
and  the  Island  Education  Authority  can  justly  claim  its 
Child  Guidance  Clinic  to  have  originated  at  a  time  when 
only  about  seven  Local  Authorities  in  the  Kingdom  had 
given  this  branch  of  psychological  work  any  practical 
consideration  and  support.  Today  I  think  it  is  a  fact  that 
this  service  is  included  in  the  clinical  work  of  all  local 
authorities. 

Evidence  that  the  Clinic  continues  to  fill  a  useful  purpose 
in  the  needs  of  child  life  does  not  appear  to  be  lacking. 
We  still  deal  with  the  many  problems  liable  to  arise  or  to 
exist  as  disturbing  factors  in  the  lives  of  children  and  young 
persons.  Many  of  these  troubles  are  based  upon  or 
related  to  physical  grounds  but  a  very  large  majority  rise 
from  influences  associated  with  the  “broken  home”  where 
the  child’s  need  for  the  senses  of  love  and  security  is 
weakened  and  where  proper  and  reasoned  discipline 
is  often  so  diminished  that  failure  to  adjust  to  the  call  of 
the  Community,  frequently  with  delinquency,  occurs. 
One  of  the  problems  most  frequently  dealt  with  in  the 
Clinic  is  that  of  bedwetting  and  although  the  hitherto 
unrecognised  existence  of  threadworms  cannot  be  over¬ 
looked  as  a  main  cause,  we  often  find  that  psychological 
forces  are  determinants  which  have  to  be  treated. 
Juvenile  delinquency  often  occupies  the  time  of  the  Clinic 
and  I  always  welcome  those  instances  where  the  Juvenile 
Courts  avail  themselves  of  free  assistance  of  the  Clinic  in 
helping  to  obtain  the  adjustment  and  rehabilitation  of 


those  w  rongdoers  who  are  placed  under  periods  of  por- 
bation.  Several  cases  where  the  problem  centres  round 
the  school  life  of  the  child  have  also  come  to  notice  and 
instances  are  not  lacking  where  adjustments  result. 

f  inally,  1  feel  that  it  should  not  pass  unnoticed  that  no 
cases  which  have  been  referred  to  yourself  as  Director  of 
the  Clinic  have  ever  been  refused.  Parents,  guardians, 
teachers  and  family  doctors  have  always  been  encouraged  to 
make  full  use  of  the  facilities  offered  with  a  notable  absence 
of  “Officious  officialdom”.  I  should  like  to  thank  Miss 
Godfrey  for  her  fine  work  as  our  Psychiatric  Social 
Worker  and  Dr.  Hynes  who  so  willingly  gives  his  time 
to  assist  me  in  the  psychiatric  work.  I  am  also  most 
grateful  to  the  Welfare  Sub-Committee  of  the  Education 
Department  for  its  unfailing  support  and  encouragement 
of  the  work  of  the  Clinic.” 

The  following  is  a  statistical  survey  of  the  work  of  the 


Clinic  : —

CRIPPLING  DEFECTS  AND  ORTHOPAEDICS. 

These  are  dealt  with  at  the  Children’s  Orthopaedic 
Clinic  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  by  arrangement  with  the 
Group  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

During  1955,  34  sessions  were  held  and  331  school 
children  and  156  pre-school  children  were  seen  and  made 
761  attendances. 

Remedial  Exercise  Clinics. 

The  Remedial  Gymnast,  Miss  D.  E.  Hitchins,  treats  at 
the  various  exercise  clinics,  children  referred  by  the 
orthopaedic  surgeon  or  school  medical  officers.  At 
the  various  clinics,  445  children  in  all  made  4,591 
attendances.

Delicate  Children. 

Five  children,  four  boys  and  one  girl,  suffering  from 
pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  bronchial 
asthma  and  bronchiectasis  were  admitted  to  various 
hospitals  during  the  year,  e.g.  Highwood  Sanatorium, 
White  House  Sanatorium,  Milford  on  Sea,  St.  Dominic’s 
Open  Air  School  and  St.  Catherine’s  Home,  Ventnor. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  two  were  already 
in  Hospital  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  four  were 
discharged,  leaving  three  still  in  Hospital  at  the  end  of  the 
year.

INFECTIOUS  1  HSEASES. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  was  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of 
child  ren  reported  by  the  head  teachers  in  their  weekly 
returns  as  being  absent  on  account  of  infectious  disease  ; 
1,979  such  notifications  having  been  received  compared 
with  3,259  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total  number  of 
1,979  absences,  107  were  children  who  were  contacts. 
The  last  term,  i.e.  following  the  summer  holidays,  was 
noticeably  free  from  infectious  disease  when  there  were 
only  290  absences  or  14°4  of  the  whole  throughout  the 
term. 

Mumps  again  accounted  for  1,005  absences  (970  cases 
and  35  contacts)  i.e.  50.7%  of  the  total  absences  and 
persisted  during  the  first  and  second  terms.  The  disease 
spread  from  the  Ventnor  area  to  most  parts  of  the  Island 
but  there  were  only’  a  few  sporadic  cases  in  the  Ryde  area. 

Measles  which  caused  481  absences  (445  cases  and  36 
contacts)  was  more  prevalent  than  in  the  previous  year 
when  there  were  only  44  absences  altogether.  The 
disease  commenced  in  the  Newport  Parkhurst  area  and 
spread  later  to  East  Cowes,  Nettlestone  and  Freshwater. 
Again  only  a  few  sporadic  cases  were  notified  from  the 
Ryde  area  but  that  was  probably  due  to  lack  of  notification 
by  head  teachers  rather  than  the  absence  of  cases  in  this 
area  as  the  private  doctors  notified  me  of  over  70  cases 
throughout  the  year. 

Chickenpox  accounted  for  212  absences  (203  cases  and 
and  9  contacts)  and  most  of  these  occurred  during  the  third 
term. 

More  than  one  third  of  these  cases  were  in  the  Nettle- 
stone  area  and  as  many  as  32  in  Wroxall  and  10  in  Arreton. 
Isolated  cases  occurred  in  every  other  area. 

Of  the  140  absences  on  account  of  whooping  cough,  the 
majority  of  these  were  notified  during  the  first  and  second 
terms  ;  a  few  cases  occurring  in  all  areas  with  the  exception 
of  Cowes  and  East  Cowes. 
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There  were  51  absences  on  account  of  scarlet  lex  er, 
39  cases  and  12  contacts,  compared  w  ith  42  in  the  previous 
year.  Cases  occurred  all  oxer  the  Island  except  Cowes, 
East  Coxves,  Bembridge  and  Brading  areas. 

Of  53  cases  of  influenza  and  influenzal  colds,  40  of  these 
occurred  in  Gurnard  area  and  the  other  cases  were  notified 
from  Ryde,  Rookley  and  Shanklin. 

Eighteen  cases  only  of  german  measles  were  notified. 
These  were  spread  over  the  whole  of  the  Island  apart 
from  East  Coxves  and  occurred  during  the  w  hole  year. 

Txvo  definite  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  xvere 
notified  during  the  year — both  occurring  in  November  in 
the  Nexvport  area  and  were  admitted  to  Hospital.  One 
child  after  receiving  treatment  was  discharged  ;  but  the 
other  child  was  still  in  a  respirator  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Five  of  the  six  cases  of  jaundice  occurred  in  the  Ryde  area 
and  one  in  Havenstreet. 

The  eight  other  diseases  included  impetigo  5,  ringworm 
2,  scabies  one. 

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION. 

Diptheria  Immunisation. 

No  change  was  made  in  the  arrangements  for  this  during 
the  year. 

The  number  of  school  children  receiving  full  immunisa¬ 
tion  for  the  first  time  totalled  139  and  664  re-inforcing 
doses  were  given. 

In  addition  general  practitioners  immunised  19  school 
children  and  gave  79  re-inforcing  doses. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

B.C.G.  x'accination  xxas  carried  out  in  ten  secondary 
schools  during  the  year  involving  23  special  visits  to  schools. 
The  table  folloxving  shows  the  number  of  children  eligible 
for  testing,  the  number  actually  tested,  the  results  of  the 
tests  and  finally  that  530  received  B.C.G. 

The  percentage  of  parents  who  refused  testing  varied 
from  28.9  at  Ryde  C.E.  Secondary  Modern  School  to 
10.3  at  the  West  Wight  Secondary  Modern  School  and 
over  all  schools  the  average  percentage  of  refusals  was  19.3. 
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Dl'AIAF  TREATMENT.  Mr.  Ci.  Simons,  I..D.S., 
submits  the  following  report : 

“It  gives  me  great  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  report 
continued  good  progress  during  the  year.  There  were 
no  stall'  changes  and  the  full  establishment  of  four  dental 
officers  has  been  maintained. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  School  Dental 
Service  every  school  on  the  Island  has  had  a  routine 
dental  inspection  and,  in  addition,  no  fewer  than  1,921 
children  in  14  schools  were  inspected  for  a  second  time 
during  the  year.  The  aim  is  to  lessen  the  interval  between 
routine  inspections  and  thereby  increase  the  number  of 
children  who  receive  a  second  examination. 

13,097  children  were  examined,  of  whom  6,907  were 
found  to  be  in  need  of  treatment  and  4,549  were  actually 
treated.  The  majority  of  those  children  not  taking  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  service  offered  were  being  treated  by 
private  practitioners. 

As  regards  the  treatment,  great  emphasis  is  placed  on 
the  conservative  side  with  every  child  receiving  all  treat¬ 
ment  necessary  to  promote  complete  dental  fitness.  This 
is  shown  by  the  figure  of  1 ,090  temporary  teeth  saved  by 
filling  and  by  the  ratio  of  4,394  permanent  teeth  filled 
to  586  extracted  as  unsaveable.  In  addition,  149  teeth 
were  removed  for  regulation  purposes. 

It  has  been  found  possible  to  devote  more  time  to 
orthodontic  treatment  and  some  good  results  have  been 
obtained. 

I  consider  that  a  good  year’s  work  has  been  done  by  the 
dental  officers  and  their  attendants  who,  together,  form 
a  hard-working  and  co-operative  team.  Tribute  should 
also  be  paid  to  the  various  head  teachers  and  their 
secretaries  who  have  contributed  so  much  to  the  smooth 
working  of  the  School  Dental  Service.” 
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HANDICAPPED  PUPILS. 

DEAF  CHILDREN.  -During  the  year,  this  Council 
accepted  financial  responsibility  in  respect  of  one  boy 
who  was  in  the  Royal  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Margate, 
when  his  parents  moved  to  take  up  residence  in  the  Island. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  five  boys  and  one  girl 
in  Special  Schools,  i.e.  four  at  the  West  of  England  In¬ 
stitution  for  the  Deaf,  Exeter,  and  two  at  the  Royal  School 
for  the  Deaf,  Margate. 

The  boy  who  was  at  the  Tewin  Water  School  for  the 
Deaf,  Herts,  at  the  end  of  1954,  left  school  at  the  end  of 
1955  on  attaining  school  leaving  age. 

Three  deaf,  or  partially  deaf,  children  are  on  the  wait¬ 
ing  list  for  special  schools. 

It  is  hoped  to  send  one  of  our  nurses  for  special  train¬ 
ing  under  Professor  Ewing  of  Manchester  in  the  use  of 
an  audiometer  for  testing  the  hearing  of  children,  both 
of  school  and  pre-school  age. 

BLIND  AND  PARTIALLY  BLIND  CHILDREN. 

At  the  end  of  1955,  one  boy  was  in  the  Royal  School  of 
Industry  for  the  Blind  at  Bristol. 

There  was  also  one  other  young  woman  receiving 
training  in  varied  handicrafts  in  the  Birmingham  Royal 
Institution  for  the  Blind. 

The  other  lad  who  was  admitted  to  the  Royal  School 
for  the  Blind  at  Leatherhead,  Surrey,  in  1954  left  during 
1955  and  is  attending  a  London  Hospital  for  special 
surgical  treatment. 

One  partially  blind  child  is  awaiting  admission  to  a 
special  school  as  is  also  one  partially  blind  child  who  is 
also  a  spastic. 

CEREBRAL  PALSIED  CHILDREN.— In  addition 
to  the  spastic  child  who  is  also  partially  blind,  one  other 
boy  suffering  from  cerebral  palsy  is  awaiting  admission 
tf>  a  special  school. 
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A  project  to  provide  a  day  unit  for  children  handicapped 
by  cerebral  palsy  is  being  considered  by  the  Education 
Committee,  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  and 
the  newly  formed  Island  Branch  ol  the  National  Spastic 
Society.  The  site  will  be  provided  by  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  necessary 
money  for  the  erection  of  the  unit  will  be  provided  from 
voluntary  subscriptions  collected  by  the  local  branch  ol 
the  National  Spastic  Society. 

If  and  when  the  unit  is  erected,  treatment  will  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Physiotherapy  Department  of  the  hospital, 
education  by  the  I.W.  Education  Committee  and  transport 
by  the  Health  Committee. 

SPEECH  DEFECTS.  -Two  children  whose  speech 
is  so  defective  as  to  require  education  in  a  special  school 
are  on  the  waiting  list. 

EDUCATIONALLY  SUB-NORMAL  CHILDREN.— 
During  the  year,  62  children  had  their  intelligence  quotient 
ascertained  and  of  these,  26  had  I.QJs.  of  over  80  and  36 
under  80.  All  of  these  latter  were  reported  to  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Welfare  Sub-Committee. 

One  special  class  was  commenced  at  Freshwater  Junior 
School  making  seven  of  such  classes  for  educationally 
subnormal  children.  One  of  these  is  for  pupils  over 
1  1  years. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  63  boys  and  38  girls  were  in 
attendance  at  these  classes. 

One  boy  only  is  at  a  special  school  for  educationally 
subnormal  children. 

MALADJUSTED  CHILDREN.-  Three  maladjusted 
boys  are  in  residential  special  schools  ;  one  at  Thornbury 
House  Bristol,  one  at  Nazeing  Park  School,  Essex  and  one  at 
Redhill  School,  East  Sutton  near  Maidstone,  Kent. 
Arrangements  were  made  lor  another  such  boy  to  be 
admitted  to  a  Special  School  but  as  the  parent  left  the 
Island  in  September,  this  Authority  is  no  longer  responsible 
for  his  maintenance  and  education. 
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One  girl  was  notified  during  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1955  by  the  Local  Education  Authority  to  the 
Local  Health  Authority  under  Section  57  (3)  of  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Act,  1944,  and  five  (three  boys,  two  girls)  were 
referred  under  Section  57  (5)  for  supervision  on  leaving 
school. 

OTHER  EXCEPTIONAL  CHILDREN. 

EPILEPSY. — Two  epileptic  girls  were  in  Epileptic 
Colonies  at  the  end  of  the  year  ;  one  at  Lingfield  and  one 
at  the  Chalfont  St.  Peter,  Bucks.  The  Council’s  liability 
ceased  in  October,  1955,  in  the  case  of  the  boy  who  was 
at  the  Lingfield  Epileptic  Colony  at  the  end  of  1954,  when 
his  parents  left  the  Island  to  live  at  Maidstone,  Kent. 

In  addition,  1 7  other  children  of  school  age  are  known 
to  be  suffering  from  epilepsy,  seven  major  and  ten  minor 
and  are  in  attendance  at  school. 

OTHER. — Eight  children  were  absent  from  school 
at  the  end  of  the  year  having  been  exempted  from  school 
for  short  periods  ;  one  suffering  from  Stills  disease,  one 
from  kyphosis  with  paraplegia,  one  with  progressive 
spinal  disease,  one  with  choreo  athetosis,  one  recovering  from 
poliomyelitis,  one  because  of  indistinct  speech  and  mental 
backwardness,  one  spastic  who  also  suffered  from  blindness 
and  one  suffering  from  deafness.  (The  latter  child  was 
receiving  home  tuition  from  her  mother  and  three  of  the 
others  were  also  being  provided  with  home  tuition  for  one 
or  two  hours  weekly  by  a  member  of  the  teaching  staff.)
